The History and Coinage 

Of Ephesus By STUART MOSHER 

(Paper read at the Bronx Coin Club, June 26, H);56. ) 

There was a time when the name EPHESUS caused our remote ancestors 
to picture a glorious city, resplendent with the finest works of art, a city so 
wealthy that the famed Croesus envied it, spent a fortune to capture it, 
and another fortune to rebuild it. 

Ephesus was situated on the west coast of Asia Minor. It was one of the 
earliest cities, being founded, according to Greek writers, about 1100 B. C. 
The situation of the city was such as at all times to command a great 
commerce. Of the three great river basins of Ionia and Lydia, those of 
Hermus, Cayster, and Maeander, it commanded the second and had a ready 
access by easy passes to the other two. 

The original home of the moon Goddess Diana or, as she is often known, 
Artemis was at Ephesus. The temple known as the Artemision which was 
built in the early sixth century B. C., and which Croesus helped finance, 
was discovered by excavators on the last day of 1869 and excavations are 
still going on. The temple, about 400 by 200 feet, is one of the most re- 
markable examples of ancient architecture. The process of building it 
took 120 years. Being a city of such commercial and religious import- 
ance, it was natural that Ephesus became one of the important battle- 
grounds. A history of the early battles would consume more space than 
can be here afforded, so we will begin with the year 33 4 B. C., when Alex- 
ander the Great established a democratic form of government there. 

In the coins illustrating this paper I have included those of some of the 
characters that played an important part in the history of Ephesus. 

Soon after the death of Alexander, in 3 23 B. C., Lysimachus took control 
of the city and built a solid wall around it. He renamed the city Arsinoe, 
in honor of his wife, but the old name was soon restored. Ephesus was 
prosperous during the Hellenistic period, and is conspicuous both then and 
later for the abundance of its coinage, which gives us a more complete list 
of magistrates’ names than we have for any other Ionian city. 

After the defeat of Antiochus the Great (King of Syria) by the Romans, 
Ephesus was handed over by the conquerors to Eumenes (King of Perga- 
mum) whose successor, Attalus Philadelphus, did the city much damage. 
Attalus had the queer idea that the shallowness of the city’s harbor was 
due to the width of its entrance, so he built a mole part way across its 
mouth. This caused disastrous siltation to take place, almost ruining the 
shipping facilities. 

As with the coinages of most ancient cities, those of Ephesus are closely 
associated with the symbolism of the local religion. The Ephesian goddess 
is represented as a female figure, the body a mummy-like trunk with the 
feet placed close together. She is many-breasted, and from each of her 
hands hangs a long fillet with tassels at the extremities. On either side 
stands a stag raising its head to the image of the goddess. The usual 
symbols of the cult of this nature-goddess are the Bee and the Stag, and it 
is noteworthy that the high priest of the temple of Artemis was called 
’Eoonv, “The King Bee,” while the virgin priestesses bore the name of 
Melissae, or Honey-Bees.

One of the earliest known inscribed coins, an electrum stater, is usually 
attributed to Ephesus. It is a unique piece, and the legend it bears has 
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considerable controversy. It is sometimes translated I AM 
badge op PHANBS, and again, I AM THE SIGN OF THE BRIGHT 

ONE. 

One of the most handsome coins of Ephesus is a tetradrachm coined dur- 
ing the period B. C. 387 to 295. It is not an extremely rare coin and speci- 
mens will be found in many collections in America.

A ICTORIA ("ROSS AWARD BY KINCi KDAV^ARD VIII. 

The Victoria Cross, the highest honor for gallantry in the British Empire 
has just been awarded for the first time in fourteen years. In this particu- 
lar case it was not only an award but a memorial for Capt. Godfrey Mey- 
Queen’s Fifth Battalion, Twelfth Frontier Force Regi- 
ment, Indian Army, as the gallant captain lost his life in the act of courage 
for which he gained the V. C. 

The London Gazette says: “On September 29, last, while operating 
against Muhammadan tribesmen, Captain Meynell, then adjutant of the 
battalion, went forward to ascertain his situation and found the forward 
^ struggle against an enemy vastly superior in numbers. 
Although this party was maintaining a heavy and accurate fire, the over- 
whelming numbers of the latter succeeded in reaching their position. 
Throughout the action Captain Meynell encouraged his men by his fine 
example, coupled with his determination to hold his position, and main- 
tained in every respect the fine traditions of the army, refiecting the high- 
est credit on the fallen officer and his comrades.’’ 

It is believed this decoration is the first award for gallantry, granted 
posthumously or otherwise, by the new King, Edward VIII of Great Britain.

MR. FOSTER’S WORK JUST OFF THE PRESS. 

After a slight delay the work, “Historical Arrangement of United States 
Commemorative Coins,” by Charles W. Foster, Librarian and Curator of the 
American Numismatic Association, has been published as Guide Bulletin 
No. 4 by the Rochester (N. Y.) Museum of Arts and Sciences. With the 
present very great interest in commemorative coins, the book is timely and 
will serve as a splendid reference work. The Rhode Island half dollar is the 
latest to be included. 

Mr. Foster has arranged the coins according to periods of history of the 
United States instead of in chronological order. This has the effect of 
leaving several of the coins without a definite place in the series, and the 
author has included them under suitable headings. The number of these 
will be greatly increased with the numerous issues of 193 6. 

But it is a very desirable book to have within easy reach. Typograph- 
ically it is almost perfect. Its most serious defect, perhaps, is that many 
of the illustrations are not as clear as collectors would wish. This, however, 
is not the fault of the author or the printer. Silver coins with mint luster 
just have a way of refusing to photograph well.

“The issue is limited to 25,000 coins, 10,000 of which are to be reserved 
tor residents of York county and the State of Maine, therefore, we antici- 
pate the entire issue will be sold the day it is released. The price has 
been set at $1.65 per coin, which includes packing, postage and insurance.

What Price 
Recent Issues? 


Or Bulls vs. Optimists 

By ROBERT H. LLOYD 


It is not surprising that the wave of new collectors who have been created 
largely by the attention focused on money since the repudiation ot tne 
gold standard and the issue of large numbers of special coins for 
collectors should turn out some amusing price trends. Of this large group 
of newcomers it is natural that some should turn to dealings in numismatic 
specimens, and thereby create, through lack of experience, some fantastic 

i)ric©s. 4. 

It is reasonable to suppose that the number of new coins or curren 
issues laid aside each year tends to be more or less constant. In view or 
the fact that there are more collectors today than formerly, shall we say 
that the quantity ^f new issues put away and into collections is probaoiy 

larger today than it has been? , ^ o 

Yet despite a growing interest which would tend only to strengthen a 
market, we find prices soaring to ridiculous heights, in many ^^ses m 
multiples of five and ten times face value for silver and copper coins less 

than a decade in age. „ oy 

Old numismatists will tell us that the field of collecting seems to ex- 
perience a cycle in the same manner as general business. Not only does 
this cycle manifest itself in rising and falling prices, but there appears to 
be some variation in the number ot newly created collectors from year to 
year. Without doubt it is accelerated by economic changes m or® y 
issues, and surely these collectors are reduced in number by the giinding 
forces of recurring depressions. 

In scanning prices today we find dealers offering Lincoln cents, the coinage 
of which is usually expressed in millions or tens of millions, prices of 
ten to seventy-five cents, five-cent nickel coins from thirty to ’ 

dimes in terms ot dollars, and quarters in prices ranging from one to five 
dollars — all for pieces issued from the mints since 1915. 

If one could take this seriously the natural thing to do would be to 
conserve the very coins in one’s pocket change, g 

worth a premium if the uncirculated coins are worth such nice sums^ 
Hence we should not spend any of our coins, but continue to break dollar 
notes and save our change. Can it be true? Or does the fact ^^t a few 
dealers can hoom the price of a common piece deceive us. Remember 
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the coinage tables of all the small coins tend to run into figures of many 
millions. When will collectors be so numbered? Can anyone corner such a 
market? 

The favorite coin today to boom is the MacNeil quarter, or the type 
known as “standing figure of Liberty,” 1916-1930. Up to 1925 the dates 
were engraved very lightly, similar to that of the five-cen't nickel, with the 
result that they are soon obliterated from circulation. Many millions of 
pieces in current use are found to be so badly worn that dates are not 
discernible. But does this mean that those pieces well preserved are rare? 
Is it possible, through some freak of men’s nature, that very few saved 
new quarters during the years 1916-1925? 

It must be remembered that collectors never go to circulation when they 
are saving choice coins in mint condition. Those who collect quarter 
dollars are not disturbed because the dates have worn off the pieces left in 
circulation. They have their pieces mint, and care not a whit that the 
average of these coins wear rapidly in use. 

Hence the argument advanced by some that it must follow that the 
choice pieces are rare cannot be substantiated. If it were so, then all 
previous quarter dollars should be priced in multiples of dollars likewise. 
Why should any quarter dollars issued since 1917 be more scarce than 
those issued from 1853 to 1915? The coinage was larger and the retention 
of new specimens probably several times larger in all these recent years. 

But let us, for the sake of argument, take an example to illustrate a 
lesson in economics. Let us select a common half dollar, 1917, Philadelphia 
mint, some twelve million coined, and very common in circulation. Let us 
advertise and offer $2.00 each for these pieces. Our advertising returns 
bring us only a few pieces. We raise the offering to four dollars. A few 
more pieces trickle in. The coins are scarce — we cannot get them. So we 
raise our price to ten dollars and succeed in getting only a dozen or so in 
addition. The coin must be rare — they cannot be had even at this price! 

Are we to infer that it is now a rarity? Or are collectors and people 
smart enough to withhold coins for better prices? One who openly publishes 
his bid on the stock market will get little stock. Most of us will wait for 
him to bid higher, will we not? As fast as he raises the bid. the more we 
tend to hold on to our stock. So it is with coins. Men are not fools. Rising 
bids tend to hold back the supply. Why sell when prices will go higher? 
Numismatists who recklessly bid up coins may find themselves badly in the 
bag when the tide turns. The mere fact that coins do not come out at 
generous bids is a very poor index of their scarcity. A man with a duplicate 
has an eye for profits! So the old law works — supply, demand and the 
supply of purchasing power, 

I believe that we all like to be optimistic of the future of American 
Numismatics. It would be well if all coins would enjoy a steady slow 
enhancement of value. It allows one to buy if a beginner, and aids the 
large collection by adding to its net worth. Shall we be optimists or will we 
join the small group of bulls who can shamelessly offer a new 1919 Lincoln 
cent (more than 500,000,000 coined) at a price of seventy-five cents? There 
must be a happy medium somewhere!

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Financing An Issue Of 
Commemorative Coins 


And Selling Coins 
Over The Counter 


According to the monthly reports of the Bureau of the Mint, none of the 
new commemorative half dollars authorized by Congress this year had been 
coined to July 1, 1936. Some fifteen or sixteen issues had been authorized 
when Congress adjourned, nine of which had been signed by the President. 
The designs of only a few have been approved, and it is probable that the 
coinage and distribution of many of them will be delayed until later in 

the year. . mu 

Several of these issues are being advertised at this time in The Numis- 
matist with expectation of delivery in the near future. It is gratifying to 
note that in several instances members of the A. N. A. are being placed in 
charge of the distribution of the coins by the sponsoring commissions. In 
some cases blank subscription forms are being sent to A. N. A. members 
with requests to send in orders early. These blanks are numbered, and 
when a subscriber returns his filled-in blank, accompanied by cash, money 
order or check, he has a right to expect delivery of the coins within a 
reasonable time after they have been turned over to the distributors. In 
numerous recent cases, after waiting several weeks, subscribers have been 
notified that the issue has been oversubscribed and the money is being 

returned. u • 4 . 

To withdraw 10,000 commemorative coins of any issue from the mint re- 
quires a payment of $5,000, which is not a very large sum to raise for a 
group of substantial citizens comprising a commission. Arrangements could 
be made with any bank in the country to have it lay down $5,000 at the 
mint and receive in exchange $5,000 worth of silver half dollars in exchange. 
The financing of any issue of commemorative coins should be a simple 

matter. , x 

But is manifestly unfair to ask or expect collectors and subscribers to 
finance such an issue, either partially or entirely, for, stripped of everything 
except the bare facts, that is what it amounts to. And it is particularly 
unfair to a subscriber, after waiting many weeks, to have his money returned 
with the statement that the issue is oversubscribed, after he had helped, 
even in a small way, to finance it. « t i 

A case in point comes to us in a letter dated the early part of July. It 
refers to an issue that has been authorized, but which has not yet been 
advertised in The Numismatist. The writer says: 


“I saw a letter this morning from a party who had sent them (the 
commission) $40 for coins, and they told them they had cashed their 
checks and would hold up their oiu^i until they filled the smaller 
orders, and if they had any left they would fill the order, and if not, 
they would return the money.” 


This is manifestly unfair to the collector. In most cases he is urged to 
send in his order early, and when he complies he has a right to expect to 
receive within a reasonable time the coins he has bought and paid for. 

A feature of the distribution of some of the issues that has caused much 
criticism from collectors is the very plain announcement by the commission 
that the local buyers will be taken care of first. From the viewpoint of 
disinterested parties, this is not illogical. It is fair to assume that there 
be a demand for the coins from local citizens, who are not in the slightest 
degree interested in them as collectors. But we cannot imagine that there 
are thousands of such persons interested to the extent of being willing to 
pay three, four or five times face value for the coins. But the stand of 
the distributors to take care of the local demand first should not be criticized 
too harshly. We assume that with some of the commissions the sale of the 
coins in the most advantageous way for them is the objective. Even those 
collectors who complain the most about supplying the local demand first 
will probably admit that selling the coins over the counter for cash is far 
preferable to distributing them by mail to out-of-town buyers. 

The situation is not improved if a commission announces that a large 
part of the issue has been placed with banks throughout the State for sale 
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over the counter, and at the time checks are being returned to would-be 
buyers a goodly proportion of the coins placed with the banks remain unsold. 
And in such cases the distributors or commissions will find it hard to allay 
suspicion that some of the coins are purposely being held for a rise in 
price later. 

The mailing of several thousand coins, either singly or in small lots, is a 
task from which distributors naturally shrink because of the expense of 
clerical and packing assistance, even if postage, registration, insurance, etc., 
are paid by the buyer, and which is largely eliminated by selling the coins 
oyer the counter or through banks for similar delivery. This feature of 
distribution is forcibly illustrated in the following letter received in July 
For obvious reasons we are not disclosing the name of the issue: 


We would pi efer not to have any further publicity regarding the 
— - coins We have been simply deluged with applications and 

It IS taking five stenographers and three clerks to hanaie our mail. 
Even at that we are several thousand letters behind. We have had 

about 50,000 applications for 5000 sets of coins. We tried to 

secure a larger number of coins, but were disappointed, as the bill for 
the additional quantity did not pass. Under the circumstances we 
prefer not to send photographs of the coins. We are still receiving 
about 1000 letters a day, so anything that would accelerate inquiries 
IS certainly not to be desired.”

some cases there seems to be good grounds for complaint. The disappointed 
ones, either through tardiness in placing orders or for some other reason, 
have been compelled to buy at a much higher price than originally asked if 
their collections were to be kept complete. And this disappointment has not 
been lessened by a knowledge that some dealers have been able to get a 
stock of a particular issue, when an early order for a single coin or two 
of the same issue was not filled.

An opportunity presents itself at this time for the American Numismatic 
Association to do something tangible in the interest of its members and 
for the art of numismatics. 

During the recent past many hundreds of new names have been added to 
the membership rolls of the Association — men in all walks of life having a 
common interest in numismatics who believed membership in the Associa- 
tion would bring with it added interest and benefits. 

But in the field of numismatics an ugly monster has recently raised its 
head, endangering the interests of the average collector — throwing a shade 
of skepticism on coin collecting as a hobby — and putting in the minds of 
many the question, “What is our Association going to do about it?” 

The writer refers specifically to the commemorative coin racket now in 


full flourish. 

Since 19 08 the writer has indulged in coin collecting as a hobby. Otr 
and on, as financial means permitted and iiiire.stricted opportunity afforded, 
a coin or two would be added to his collection; fair prices and uncornered 
markets always existed for the procurement of coins. 

The collecting of commemorative pieces, however, never was an item on 
the agenda of the writer, and so the possible charge of a selfish motive 
cannot be lodged against him. The purpose of this message, therefore, is 
simply an opportunity to divest himself of certain feelings being experienced 
as a spectator on the side lines witnessing the “wolves bleeding the sheep.”

The 19 07 “S” mint Liberty head eagle is not such a great rarity. I have 
had several of them, and have one now. I also have three of the same piece, 
‘D ’ mint, of which there is no record. I corresponded with the Superin- 
tendent of the Denver Mint, and he informed me that there were no Indian 
heads struck at this mint in 1907. The same in the San Francisco mint. 
Ben Green’s record shows the Indian head of both branch mints in 1907, 
but I have never seen one, and I have never met anyone who has seen one, 
although I have asked many prominent collectors and dealers about them. 
Green’s record shows 1,030,000 “D” mint, and 210,000 “S” mint, and no 
"D” and “S” mint Liberty head. This is an error. The above figures are 
for the Liberty head eagle, and not for the Indian head. The design was 
changed in 19 07, and neither of the branch mints struck any Indian head 
eagles in 1907.

REPUBLIC OF TEXAS NOTES “SIGNED” BY^ SAM HOUSTON.

W. A. Philpott, Jr., of Dallas, Texas, will be of interest in this connection: 

“Sam Houston signed no Treasury Notes during his term of office as 
President of the Republic. His name as it appears on these Government 
of Texas notes was written by Wm. G. Cooke, who was stock clerk in the 
Treasury office at that time. Henry Smith, however, did sign all these bills. 
I suggest that the statement that these bills were signed by Sam Houston 
be discontinued. It is a misrepresentation. These bills were simply issued 
under Sam Houston’s first administration, when the capital was at Houston.

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A SELF-EXPIiAXATORY LETTER. 


Mr. Henry Ripstra, Chicago, 111. 


Jamestown, N. Y., June 18, 1936. 


Dear Mr. Ripstra: I am just in receipt of a letter from Mr. Kopicki in- 
forming me of your nomination for President. Congratulations. Also that 
you would accept the nomination if the proposed resolution was not with- 
drawn. I am really sorry that I did not receive this news a couple of 
weeks ago, as I would have gladly stepped aside, had I known that you 
really wanted the office. However, within that period of time I have prom- 
ised to run for another term. 

Now, Mr. Ripstra, let me say a few words to you personally, for I know 
if we both accept the nomination, that we will be fair to each other and 
that no dirty politics will enter same. Right here let me say that I spend 
more time keeping off boards than getting on same, and furthermore, I 
have never sought any office nor have I ever asked for a single vote. 

Now as to the action of your fine Chicago Club, I can only feel that the 

proposed resolution was not put up to your members in the right light, 
otherwise there could not have been any possible objection. 

In three cases that I have heard of, the argument against the amendment 
was that it would give the President TWO OFFICES and TWO VOTES out 
of five votes of the Board. Unfortunately, some seem to have swallowed 
this misleading statement, but any business man should know that the 
President would never have a vote except in case of a tie vote. In the 
three cases mentioned above, two quickly reversed their decision as soon 
as they knew the real benefits that would be derived by bringing both fac- 
tions under one governing board. 

As you are no doubt aware, our By-Laws, etc., do not clearly define the 

responsibility or authority of the different officers. Even now one of our 

former Presidents says that this is as it should be, and consequently there 
has always been more or less conflict between the Board and the other 
elected officers. 

In all organizations that I have ever been connected with the President 
has not only been the presiding officer, but also ackowledged as the head 
of the corporation or association. 

In our Association, at times the President has stood firm for this right 
“as Dr. Henderson maintains it should be,” while at other times the Chair- 
man claims the supreme authority and head of the Association. 

Others will tell you that the Chairman is the head of the Association, 
and that the President is only supposed to be (spectacular figure), and pre- 
side over the annual meetings only. 

Another argument that has been put up to the members of the different 
clubs against the proposed amendment is that by making the President and 
Vice-President members of the Board, the authority would become central- 
ized. At the same time, they tell you that neither the President nor the 
Vice-President has any voice in the business management of the A. N. A. 
at this time. This is not true. How could the authority be more central- 
ized by placing certain officers on the Board, whom they now say have no 
authority in the business management of the A. N. A.? However, on the 
contrary it would give us one governing Board of five members, and every 
member of same would become familiar with all A. N. A. business transac- 
tions. Furthermore, the one object of placing the Vice-President on the 
Board is that the members would be very careful to select one capable of 
filling the office and duties of the President, in case of necessity, which has 
not always been the case in the past, but instead looked upon as an honorary 
office. As it stands at the present time, the members of the Board, aside 
from the Chairman, together with the other elected officers, know nothing 
or at least very little about the business transactions that are taking place. 

For an example, let me say that any business transactions of The Numis- 
matist, including any incomes or any expenses, have never been submitted 
to me since I became your President, consequently, I am left in the dark 
until a yearly report is made at the annual meeting. Under the proposed 
change, all members of the Board, of which the President and Vice-Presi- 
dent would be members, would have a complete operation statement before 
them and all would know exactly what business was being done, instead 
of waiting a whole year for a report. Please bear in mind that I am in no 
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Art. 4 of the Constitution should be amended, since it conflicts with 
Art. 1, Sec. 2, of the By-Laws. 

Art. 9 of the Constitution, second paragraph, violates the principles of 
good business of any organization. An amendment to the Constitution 
should go into effect upon passage, not five or six weeks later. The publi- 
cation in the official paper cannot change the status one iota. With passage 
it becomes law. 

The member we honor with our Presidency is placed in an unfortunate 
position if he was not previously the Chairman of the Board, because of 
the various matters regarding finance and business, which, according to 
our present antiquated set up, only pass through the hands of the Chairman 
of the Board, and do not come within the province of the President. 

Then why not amend the Constitution, in the words of our good Treasurer, 
Mr. Blake, “carry the amendment with such other changes that would put 
the A. N. A. on a business basis." 

Having to stay in bed for several months gave me an opportunity to 
carefully study our Charter, Constitution and By-Laws, and the conclusion 
that I arrived at, that the Constitution needs amending, is corroborated by 
bankers, corporation officials and lawyers outside of our membership. 

I have no ulterior motive in advocating amending the Constitution; I seek 
no preferment; my only interest is in making a bigger and better A. N. A., 
conducted on good business principles, and obliterate forever a source of 
friction.

Dear Mr. Clarke: I am in receipt of your letter of June 19th, all of 
Which I have read and re-read with interest. While it is true that the A 
N. A. has progressed since its organization, in spite of its unusual make-up 
in organization, it has come to a time when, by reason of its size and gen- 
eral importance as a corporation, it should revamp its structure to accord 
with practices of other corporations. Therefore, I am inclined to accept 
your views of the changes you suggest. I would say further that the 
science or numismatics is a gentleman’s game which is pursued for the 
intellectual pleasure of the collector. At the same time the business end 
should be carried on in a business-like manner, and not in any loose, hap- 
hazard way. 

there is more or less honor conferred on those elected to office in 
the A. N. A., a certain amount of ability should be expected and required 
of those so elected. In electing you to the office of President I consider 
the Association did the right thing and was a great gainer by so doing. I 
say this because you have been successful in making your way in the world 
and in building up an important business. I believe you stand ready to 
use all your talents for the A. N. A. if not hampered by conditions you 
cannot control. 

In all corporations (and the A. N. A. is certainly a corporation) it is ex- 
pected that the President will be head of the organization, a man of force 
and energy with the ability to initiate plans for the welfare of the organi- 
zation which he represents. You have shown you are such a man, and 
should be kept in office as long as you are willing to serve. If the present 
structure of the A. N. A. does not allow you to be the real head, it should 
be legally altered to allow you to be so. 

You have done a real service in calling attention to the business condi- 
tions affecting The Numismatist. This publication during its present period 
of prosperity, should properly support its editor. The yearly dues should 
be sufficient to properly reimburse the secretary for his manifold labors. 
As for the librarian, I am not familiar enough with his duties to offer a 
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criticism. In my opinion, the office of treasurer should be purely an hon- 
orary one. The work is mostly clerical and not at all strenuous. 

Now in regard to the Board of Governors: I believe that it should con- 
tain the President, Treasurer, but not the Vice-Presidents. Seven mem- 
bers would be a good number. As members of the Board of Governors, the 
officers I have mentioned would at all times be able to report for the good 
of the Association upon the business of their particular offices. I might 
say that in time past I have been a member of the Board of Governors, but 
was not fully informed as to what was going on. In my present office I 
know practically nothing of what is taking place except what I gather from 
documents passing through my hands and what I learn from outside sources. 

In case a board was constituted as I have above indicated, I believe it 
would be a good thing for it to hold a mid-year meeting at some central 
point, railway expense only to be paid by the Association. If this should 
come to pass, it would be an economical thing for the members to be locat- 
ed near each other. . . 

A word further in regard to the officers: They should be chosen strictly 
for their ability to serve the Association. Furthermore, I think it an im- 
portant thing that some one be in training for all the above positions, as 
the present incumbents resign or fall by the wayside. This particularly 
applies to the editorship of The Numismatist and the General Secretary. 

The above thoughts are submitted for your consideration. Believe me.

RANK PUTS ON ( GIN EXHIBIT. 

During June the Clark County National Bank of Vancouver, Wash., had 
on display in its lobby one of the finest collections of U. S. rare coins in 
America. The collection, estimated to be worth $50,000, attracted thousands 
of spectators and coin collectors. Among the rare coins on display, coins 
from the time the U. S. mint was established, were gold pieces from private 
mints. The beaver $5 and |10, Pike’s Peak, San Francisco $20, California 
$50, round and octagonal; Baldwin & Co., California, and many others. 

The shining gold coins ranged in color from almost pure yellow through 
green to reddish copper. Most brilliant was the red gold of California, but 
even that shows variations according to locality in which it was mined. 
Gold pieces made at the mint in Denver show a greenish tinge. Early U. S. 
coins made from English sovereigns and Spanish doubloons and from gold 
mined in the Carolinas are a brilliant yellow. Some coins were the color 
of well-polished brass, others like bronze. Alloys used in hardening the 
gold for circulation had something to do with the color, but the main 
reason for variations is that mines in different sections of the world produce 
different shades of the precious metal. 

Horace Daniels, vice-president of the Clark County National Bank, is 
interested in numismatics and did very much to make this an interesting 
exhibit. 

A full case of rare coins, over 240 entries were submitted by Clark county 
residents in competitions for the ten big bank account prizes offered in 
connection with the display. Among the winners was a half dollar of 1795 
and a dollar of 179 8, exhibited by Felix Baronovich, of Vancouver, Wash.

Street in Kansas City. He is one of the world’s authorities on foreign coins 
and still has the major part of his once large collection. It amuses the 
members of the H. A. N. A. to hear Mr. Jerrems spoken of as the “grand 
old man’’ of numismatics. They agree he is a grand man but just can’t 
reconcile themselves to the term “old.” He is 67 years of age but not 67. 
years “old,” looks 47 and acts 27. A promised talk by Mr. Jerrems always 
brings a record attendance meeting. He is very proud of his life member- 
ships in the A. N. A. and H. A. N. A. but all who know him agree that the 
honor is with the organizations.

AVILLIAM PENN IN THE HALL OF FAME. 

In your July issue, in the report of the meeting of the Numismatic and 
Antiquarian Society of Philadelphia, mention is made of a specially count- 
ers tamped issue of the William Penn 25 0th Anniversary commemoration 
medals. The counterstamped lettering on the edge reads “Hall of Fame 
193 6” and commemorates the installation of William Penn in the Hall of 
Fame at New York University on the 28th of May of this year. 

To assist the sponsors of the movement to collect the cost of installation, 
these medals were issued by the Welcome Society of Pennsylvania, whose 
members are descendants of colonists who came to Pennsylvania with Wil- 
liam Penn in the ship Welcome in 168 2. One of these medals was offered 
in acknowledgement for an individual contribution to the fund of $10 or 
more. When the die was ready it was decided to strike fifty of the bronze 
pieces as a first issue. With the course of events there has been no other 
issue and there will be no more. That is assured. 

The Welcome Society still holds a few of these medals, which it will issue 
on the original terms, i. e., one medal will be given for an individual con- 
tribution of $10 or more to its Penn Hall of Fame Fund. The Society 
does not look upon this as a sale but rather as an acknowledgement of a 
contribution to a fund which is now nearly complete. There is, of course, 
no personal profit to anyone. 

To get one of these medals send $10 or more to the order of The Wel- 
come Society of Pennsylvania, addressed to Henry Paul Busch, 11 Mercer 
Avenue, Spring Lake, N. J. The medals will be sent by regular mail. Add 
15 cents for registration. This medal is already very rare. One only was 
given to a contributor of $50, $100, and even $500. If contributors exceed 
the few available, priority of receipt must rule. 

My joint interest in aiding the Penn Hall of Fame sponsors and in the 
society has led me to write this letter.
